—The municipal affairs of New York and Boston are 
largely controlled by the Catholics. They claim one- 
half of the population of New York as Romanist ad- 
herents. It is affirmed, with reason, that, were it not 
for the interference of the state legislature, New York 
would be as much a Catholic controlled city as Dublin. 
A similar situation exists in Boston. Its mayor is a 
Catholic, and many members of its council are also Cath- 
olics. The necessity of the state legislation taking hold 
of Boston affairs has become evident to many. Hence, 
the recent effort to secure an investigation of the mu- 
nicipal government, which effort was defeated in the 
House.

Two years ago, Mayor 
O’Brien, in a public address, said: ‘Catholic churches, 
institutions of learning, asylums, have multiplied; and

—Everything at Baalbec is colossal. The area is 
larger than that of the temple at Jerusalem. We may 
begin with the walls, which are half a mile round, and 
of such height and depth as are rarely attained in the 
most tremendous fortress. When from within I climbed 
to the top, it made me giddy to look over the perilous 
edge to the depth below; and when from without the 
walls I looked up at them, they rose high in the air. 
Some of the stones seemed as if they must have been 
reared in place, not by Titians, but by the gods. There 
are nine stones thirty feet long and ten feet thick, which 
are larger than the foundation stones of the temple at 
Jerusalem, dating from the time of Solomon, or any 
blocks in the Great Pyramid. But even these are pig- 
mies compared with the three giants of the western wall 
—sixty-two, sixty-three and a half, and sixty-four feet 
long! These are said to be the largest stones ever used 
in any construction. They weigh hundreds of tons, and 
instead of being merely hewn out of a quarry which 
might have been on the site, and left to lie where they 
were before, they have been lifted nineteen feet from 
the ground, ang there embedded in the wall!

been a whole generation in building, and have consumed 
the population of a province and the wealth of an em- 
pire—[ Dr. H. M. Field. 


—In the Christian Union the question is raised, 
‘“‘Which—the Cathedral or the Itinerancy?’ “The 
grandeur of Bishop Potter’s plan appeals to the imagin- 
ation and arouses the enthusiasm. He proves his wis- 
dom by the very magnitude of his proposition. Let the 
non-Episcopal churches emulate his example. Let 
them, in combination, or singly, but in harmony, under- 
take at once to district all our large cities and manu- 
facturing towns, and put an itinerant ministry into them, 
large enough in numbers to organize the germs of 
churches in every ward, and rich enough in intellectual 
and spiritual equipment to be a match for all infidel and 
sensual opposition. If this work is undertaken on a 
sufficiently large scale to compel attention and excite 
enthusiasm, it will secure both money and volunteers. 
Americans like large enterprises. While the six mill- 
ions are going into a New York City cathedral, let the 
interest of one-sixth of that amount go annually into an 
itinerant ministry in New York City, and the other five 
millions go as fast as needed into local churches which 
that itinerant ministry may call into existence; and let 
the result demonstrate whether the methods of St. 
Peter’s or the methods of the Franciscan friars are the 
most effective for the Christianization of a great and 
half-pagan city.”

An unjust excommunication 
is not worth the paper it is written on. It 1s with his 
own conscience one has to deal. You would be amused 
to know how little interest this Edward McGlynn has 
taken in this ‘case’ of his. Indeed, he has sometimes 
had to wake up and remind himself that he had a case. 
But God is good, and he gave hima thick skin, and he 
doesn’t mind mosquito bites. Sometimes he even thinks 
he enjoys them. No power can cut off a child of God 
from his Father without the consent of the child him- 
self. Union with God consists in knowing and loving 


him. ‘But, Father McGlynn, are you not belying your 
priestly career? Have you not taught the bl ess 
of those sacraments from which you are cut off? Ido 
not seek to make light of this deprivation. But as 
much as these are precious to me by so much am I the 
more indignant at the tyranny of the machine that at- 
tempts to compel me, on penalty of eine these sacra- 
ments, to submit to its policies and its politics. And if 
I am deprived of the sacraments of the church, I am 
theologian enough to know that I can save my soul with- 
out them.”—[ Edward McGlynn.

“Should a man full of talk be justified? Job 11: 2. 


Job was a good man and a good talker, Zophar 
thought he talked too much, and that he should be 
condemned. Job had to talk a great deal, for he had 
no one to defend him. He was his own advocate. Job 
talked good sense, and before he lost his property “men 
gave ear and waited, and kept silence at his counsel.” 
Moses was a poor talker. He was “slow of speech.” 
Aaron, his brother, “could speak well.” He was very 
eloquent. Jeremiah was a very mournful talker. St. 
Peter was an earnest talker. St. Paul laid no claim to 
eloquence, but he was a very logical talker. St. John 
was a mild and persuasive talker. The power of 
Kings and emperors, par- 
liaments and congresses, and conventions of all kinds, 
have been influenced “more or less” by wise or unwise 
speech. We have several classes of talkers at the pres- 
ent day. 

1, We have moderate talkers. They know some- 
thing, but they are very reticent. You have to press 
them to get conversation from them, as you preas a 
lemon to get the juice from it. They have many good 
thoughts, but they have to be drawn out by direct 
questions. Moderate talkers are generally harmless, 
for they never engage in the great battle of life. Mod- 
erate talkers are usually moderate actors. They “let 
their moderation be known to all men.” 

2. Careless talkers. This class of talkers, though 
not malicious, may be very injurious. The careless 
use of firearms may destroy life without “malice afore- 
thought,” and careless talkers may injure and even de- 
stroy the reputation and character of others without 
any evil intent. Careless talkers are like a policeman 
firing into a noisy crowd and killing the wrong man. 
Careless talkers overestimate themselves, and seem 
determined to make themselves agreeable whether 
the people like it or not. 

3. Proud talkers, This class of talkers use many 
big words without knowing their real import. Proud 
talkers will manage in some way to tell you where they 
have been, what they have seen, and how much they 
know. If they have any rich or influential relatives 
they will bring them to the front and hold them there. 
Proud talkers think a great deal of titles and position, 
and use “great, swelling words” to convey their 
thoughts to others. Proud talkers may be represented 
by a building on a poor foundation, whose upper story 
is but partly finished. 

4, Disagreeable talkers, This class of talkers take 
pleasure in saying things that will hurt people’s feel- 
ings. If they attempt to eulogize any one they will 
say some ugly thing and spoilit all. They illustrate St. 
James’ doctrine, that “the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity; so is the tongue among our members 
it setteth on fire the whole course of nature; and it is 
set on fire of hell.” Disagreeable talkers rarely speak 
well of any one. They talk with their eyes as well as 
with the mouth. They are generally “busy bodies in 
other men’s matters.” 

5. Pleasant talkers, There are many people who 
make themselves very agreeable by their pleasant con- 
versation. You feel at home in their presence. They 
have a kind word for every one. They see some good 
in everybody, and when they can not speak well of a 
man they will remain silent. They obey the injune- 
tion, “Speak evil of no one.” They do not talk about 
“hard times” and bad neighbors, for they rarely have 
any. They may not be scholarly, but they are pleasant 
and know how to find the way to our hearts. They 
scatter away clouds of darkness, and bring in the sun- 
light. They chase away gloomy feelings, and kindle 
the fire of cheerfulness upon the altar of our hearts. 
They never slander or backbite, but manifest the spirit 
of Him who, while on earth, “went about doing good.” 
They obey the divine injunction to “speak evi] of no 
man.” Their conversation is “like apples of gold in 
pictures of silver.” 

6. Sensible talkers. A sensible talker is one who 
has viewed men and things by the light of common 
sense. He never flatters to make friends for himself. 
He never meddles with the affairs of others, except 
when the good of society requires it. He talks but 
little of his own affairs, as that will not add to his 
stock of knowledge. He does not call a whole church 
bad because there are some members in it of a ques- 


tionable character. He does not sneak against a man 
because others do so. If a dog bites a man it does not 
injure the character of the man. Instead of killing 
the man you should kill the dog. An honest talker 
condemns what he knows to be wrong, and approves 
what he believes to be right. A sensible talker does 
not exaggerate or tell for truth what. he believes may 
be false. A sensible talker is held in check as “with 
bit and bridle.’ Such a man is entitled to respect, and 
his advice is often sought and followed. Heis the true 
“leaven” in the business world and in the social world 
as well. 

7. Religious talkers, There are two kinds of re- 
ligious talkers. One kind talks religion, and the other 
talks about religion. When a man loves God he talks 
love, for the spirit of love is in his heart. “Out of 
the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh.” 
When a man has faith he talks faith. If he has a 
hope of heaven he will talk of heaven as his future 
home. The man who has religion in his heart and 
lives it in his life will talk religion—not about religion 
but religion itself. Some religious talkers will,in a 
few words, give a full and clear expression of their re- 
ligious feelings, while others require more time in 
doing the same thing. Every man will be himself 
whether he talks religion or about religion. Men 
talk about religion because they see what it has done 
for their neighbors. Men talk religion because of 
what it has done for them personally. “They believe, 
therefore have they spoken.” When a man loves God 
and serves him faithfully the world will believe he is 
a Christian, though he be “full of talk.” ‘Come and 
hear, all ye that fear God, and I will declare what he 
hath done for my soul.’”’ Psalm 66: 16.

THE GOSPEL IN THE FIRST CHAPTER OF 
LEVITICUS.

[ Concluded. ] 
SCRIPTURE LESSON, LEVITICUS FIRST, 


It is not until religion has advanced far beyond its 
incipient stages that men can walk by faith and not by 
sight. At that time sight was required much more 
than at the present. God pardoned, but there must be 
something visible upon which they could take hold. 
And hence God, in gracious accommodation to their 
weak condition, accepted the offering to which was 
thus symbolically transferred the sins of his people. 

Passing from the sacrifice—which contains matter 
enough for a sermon itself—we find in the text also the 
Gospel idea of voluntariness of service. “If any man of 
you bring an offering.”” There is no compulsion exer- 
cised in the bringing of the offering. That must be vol- 
untary. A man must be actuated by his own free will. 
“He shall offer it of his own voluntary will.” God 


.| recognizes the freedom of action with which he en- 


dowed man in his creation. There can be no true wor- 
ship that is not voluntary. If you will worship, then 
God gives the directions for acceptable worship; but he 
employs no coercion, and no constraint save that of his 
own character. “First a willing mind,” and then a 
man is accepted. “O Jerusalem, how oft would I have 
gathered thy children together; but ye would not.” 
God is ready to accept any that come, but their coming 
must be voluntary. “Whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely;’”’ but he that will not is not forced 
to take this life-giving water. The Calvinistic doctrine 
of effectual calling is false because it flies in the face 
of this voluntariness of worship taught in both Testa- 
ments. “If any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross and follow me.” 

Again we see the Gospel in the perfectness of the sac- 
rifice required. There is only time to hint at this. Re- 
member that they viewed the victim as a substitute for 
themselves. Then it had to be unblemished, the 
choicest of the flock. Here is the New Testament 
doctrine that “without holiness no man shall see God.” 
We must be made holy before we are acceptable toa 
holy God. “Present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable 
service.” Nothing short of this is a reasonable or an 
acceptable service. 

Again, this perfectness of the sacrifice teaches that 
God deserves the best we have. The aroma of Mary’s 
ointment is in the world to-day, because Christ com- 
mended her. But why did Christ commend her for 
what seemed to his disciples a needless waste of money? 


It was not because of the gift itself, but of the spirit 
which the deed bespoke—the spirit that would gather up 
its very best and present it at the feet of the Christ it 
adored. This, brethren, is the true spirit of worship, 
We too often give God the scraps for which we have 
no use. When he sends that poor little beggar girl to 
your door to collect for him in her broken basket 
what do you give him, the crumbs that fall from the 
table, the crusts that are left over, or do you ever give 
something that you yourself would find toothsome? 
David disdained to accept the gift of Arunah, and 
offer to Goda sacrifice that cost him nothing. Do you 
fare sumptuously every day, while the Lord’s cause 
languishes and lies begging at the gate? Do you live 
in a house of cedar while the Lord has no house in 
which to lay his head? Then read again when you go 
home these directions to the ancient worshiper who 
was to select the choicest of his flock and of his fold 
and of his fruits to present before the Lord in his tab- 
ernacle. 

See the Gospel yet once more in the accommodation of 
the service to the capacity of the worshipers. Behold 
the variety of sacrifices and the great diaparity in their 
intrinsic values. The first mentioned is the “burnt 
sacrifice of the herd;”’ that is, an ox. This was the 
sacrifice of greatest intrinsic value. Then there was 
the sacrifice of the flocks; that is, a sheep ora goat. 
This was of less value. Lastly, there was the sacrifice 
of the fowls; that is,a turtle dove or a pigeon. By 
this gracious arrangement both rich and poor were 
provided for, leaving none exouse for failure to wor- 
ship God. And, though men put far different esti- 
mates upon these sacrifices, one was as acceptable to 
God as the other. He regarded the offerer of the 
pigeon or of the dove as highly as him who was able 
to come to the altar bringing a bullock. This is the 
Gospel in its simplicity. God is pleased with the little 
that limited ability can offer just as much as with the 
great offerings which are made by those of large re- 
sources. All can not bring to his work great talents; 
all can not give to his cause the power and benefit of 
great eloquence, nor can all lsy upon his altar money 
by thousands. But it is a blessed thought, an assur- 
ance full of comfort to the great majority ot mortals, 
that the talent of the mediocre, when well employed, 
is as acceptable to him as the giant faculties of a 
Locke or a Butler; that the stammering tongue, when 
it does ita best to articulate his praise, is as musical to 
his ear as the eloquent tongue of a Chrysostom or 
a Massillon; that the widow's mite, if it exhausts her 
capacity to give, is even more in his sight than the ail- 
ver and gold of the rich Pharisees who, out of their 
abundance, bestow but a part upon his cause. “If 
there be first a willing mind it is accepted according to 
that a man hath, and not according to that he hath not.” 
So then we too are without excuse. If we can not 
bring an ox we may be able to bring a sheep or a goat; 
and if we are unable to do so much as this, there can 
be no reason for our failure to bring a pigeon or a dove 
which God himself abundantly provides. Only let not 
pride deter those of small resources from bringing 
the pigeon because they can not bring the bullock; 
and let not selfishness cause the more opulent to bring 
the pigeon when they are able to bring the bullock or 
the sheep. 

And this leads us to our closing thought—that God 
requires of us according to our capacity. The rich 
man who possessed herds of cattle would not have 
been accepted if he had come to the priests with» 
pigeon or dove. It would have been said to him as to 
Ananias, “Why hath Satan filled thine heart to lie, 
and to keep back a part of the price?” “Unto whom- 
soever much is given of him shall much be required; 
and to whom men have committed much, of. him they 
will ask more.” We too frequently compare our deeds 
with those of our neighbor, and if they tally with his 
we go through our self-examinations with an evident 
self-complacency. This is not as it should be. “Have 
I done what I was able to do, leaving out of the ac- 
count what any other man has done?” This should 
rather be the question for every Christian to ask him- 
self, 

But the little is required as well as the greater. The 
man who had been given but one talent was held to ac- 
count as strictly as his fellow-servants who had been 
entrusted with two talents and five. It seemed to him 
perhaps an insignificant thing, but his dereliction cost 
him dearly. I am fearful that the greatest temptation 
to unfaithfulness comes to those who have the on¢ 
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talent that seems insignificant in comparison with the 
possessions of others. Oh, we think sometimes if we 
were but highly endowed, or if we had the millions 
that others have, what a world of good we would ac- 
complish! Let us see to it that we are not at such 
time being tempted to unfaithfulness in the use of the 
little we already have. “Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store as God 
hath prospered him.” This is the New Testament 
rule for giving to the cause of the Lord. It requires 
much of him wko has been prospered much; of him 
who has been prospered less it requires less, but it re- 
quires something. It is graduated responsibility that 
is taught here and in the firat chapter of Leviticus, in 
the Old and the New Testaments alike. It is ‘‘to every 
man according to his several ability” that the Lord 
apportions human responsibility. Oh, think of this, 
you who have large talents and abundant means; but 
let not us forget it who bave but little.

Baptists, says of the Christians: 

“The use they make of the name ‘Christian’ is just as 
sectarian as the use of any other name. 1. They charge 
us with using a sectarian name, and we think they use 
Christian in a sectarian sense and thus make it a sectar- 
jan name 2 They assert that our Treaties on the faith, 
or belief of the Free Baptists, is a creed, and we think 
their incessant publication from pulpit and press a 
thoir beliefs is just as much a creed. 3. * 

* * 4. Dr.Summerbell vehemently obuate to 
Dr. Dunn’s query about uniting with the Pedobaptists; 
why does he not object to the HERALD’s asserted resolu- 
tion to oppose union with Free Baptists unless they 
adopt ‘Christian’ as their denominational name? 5. 
Which is really the greatest bar to fellowship, an ordi- 
nance the Gospel never recognizes and really forbids (6), 
or the use of a special name, subordinate to the family 
name Christian, to define a special organization of 
Christians? 7. Infant baptism is certainly as harmful 
as the use of these subordinate names. 8. If we may 
divide the house of God on a name, we certainly may 
on a doctrine of such evil results as follow this. When 
Dr. Summerbell learns wisdom from his brethren in 
New York, and allows entire liberty on this little matter 
of name, he may ridicule Dr. Dunn’s question with far 
better grace than now.” ce 

ANSWER, 

1. The name. We must beware of misrepresenta- 
tion. Men are apt to belittle what is not their own. 
Jesus speaks favorably of those who have not denied 
his name. 

2. Thatis, if we denominate our own people as Chris- 
tians (our own brethren), we must exclude all others. 
Not at all; we constantly say that we regard all Chris- 
tians as our brethren. -If they prefer other names, is 
that a reason why we should deny the blessed and 
heaven-given name—the only name significant of true 
religion—Christian character or heavenly union? 

3. If our publication of our faith is just as much a 
creed as your creed, why then is not your incessant 
publication of your beliefs an interminable increase of 
your creed? But this is not correct. It is the creed 
which cuts off millions of Christians from fellowship 
which we object to and not the publication of your 
faith. 

4. We oppose Dr. Dunn’s exclusion of nearly all the 
Christian world because it is sectarian, and do not op- 
pose the HERALD’s articles because they all pleaded 
against a union to build up sectism. 

5. The Gospel nowhere forbids the Christian name, 
and no other name is so much respected or loved. The 
reason why men deny the name is because it is too 
broad and heavenly, and they too narrow. The Chris- 
tians do notreject those whoerr either ininfant baptism 
or the name Baptist; churches and people who love 
both are welcome to our union, our love, our fellow- 
ship and communion. But we can not give up the true 
name or a biblical practice—we can not go into organic 
union under a creed which cuts off 550,000,000 of the 
Christian world to be in union with half a million. 
That is disunion. Still we fellowship the half a mill- 
ion and love them, but decline becoming a party in ex- 
cluding all Quakers, Methodists, Congregationalists, 
Lutherans, and millions of others. Union is union, 
not exclusion! 

6. Yes, the Gospel forbids the use of a special or 
subordinate name to divide the fold of Christ. Yet 
the house of God is now and has long been divided on 


these disgraceful names all unknown in the Word of 
God. You should not divide the house of God on a 
name. But if you do, this affords no excuse for divid- 
ing it on infant baptism. 


Your closing paragraph is not pertinent as the para- 


grapk to which you allude as the one by which the 
New York brethren are working, viz, the closing par- 
agraph of the “New York plan,” which proposes union 
in work without change of name or doctrine was com- 
posed and written by Summerbell, and adopted at his 
suggestion; and he yet approves ot it. 

Does the Monthly plead for fraternal work? Sum- 
merbell responds, Amen. Does it plead for Christian 
union? Summerbell cries, Amen. So he preaches and 
so he practices.. But when it crawls into a narrow 
shell, crying against the Christians, Summerbell prays 
to be excused. We can not bind oufselves to excom- 
municate ninety-nine one-hundredths of the Christian 
world, even though they may persecute us. 

We urge the Monthly, if we are wrong, to show us a 
better platform. Nominate for us. For a union leader, 
name one better than Jesus; for a union platform, 
something better than the Bible; for’a union name, 
some name more general than Christian; for fellow- 
ship, something better than for all Christians. Do you 
answer, Baptist is a scriptural name? True! Yet not 
& woman or child is ever called Baptist in the Bible. 
And but one man—only one—and he bore witness 
that the church was not his. “He that hath the bride 
is the bridegroom: but the friend of the bridegroom, 
which standeth and heareth him, rejoiceth greatly be- 
cause of the bridegroom’s voice: this my joy therefore 
is fulfilled. He must increase, but I must decrease.” 
We do not ask union with us if objectionable; but we 
would rejoice to see all our dear Baptist friends come 
out entirely on the Bible, and give us the sample of a 
most approved movement for Christian union. But 
whether in organic union or fraternal, may we ever 
abide in love and contend earnestly for the faith once 


delivered to the saints.

“SALVATION S FREE.” 

Salvation’s free. It is free, being “without money 
and without price.” It is free for all. I suppose it 
is free for all because nobody can pay forit. There is 
nota man in the world that is rich enough to buy it of 
God. Of his bounty he saves us; because of his lov- 
ing pity and tender grace he forgives us. “Salvation’s 
free.” “I’m glad salvation’s free.” 

Why all this clamor, then, about money? Why are 
religious people called upon to give—to give—to 
give? Why is it that in ancient time Abraham gave 
a tenth of all? Why was it that Jacob vowed a vow 
that he would give a tenth of all? Why did God com- 
mand the Jews to give a tenth of all? A tenth of the 
firat-fruits, a tenth of the spoils of war? In fact, a 
tenth of all? Whyin Solomon’s day did people bring 








gold and silver? And why did they give until they 
were told that there was more than enough? Why in 
the days of Moses did people bring their ornaments of 
gold and silver and their richest treasure for the con- 
struction of the tabernacle? Why, in later times, did 
the Savior himself impose the support of the ministry 
upon the people? Why, in days immediately follow- 
ing the departure of Jesus, did the disciples, if they 
had houses and lands, sell them and turn the pro- 
ceeds into the common fund, so that the early Chris- 
tians had “all things common?” Why did the Savior 
say, “It is more blessed to give than to receive?” if 
“galvation’s free?” ~ 

Why indeed! 

Let us see; where is that text, “Salvation’s Free?” 
Isitin Matthew? Ido not finditthere; nor in Mark; 
nor in Luke; norin John. Did Jesus say it? Did 
Paul gay it? I have a faint suspicion that it isin the 
hymn-book. On looking at my concordance I am al- 
most certain of it; that it must be in the hymn-book 
or the almanac. 

And yet the spirit of that phrase is in the Bible, for 
salvation 7s free. He that hath no money let him buy 
“without money and without price.” Jerusalem “is 
free.” But yet it has gates. 


But we must remember that we can often take a 
phrase that is true in the sense designed by the writer, 
and a doctrine that is true, and pervert it, misinterpret 
it, misconstrue it, misapply it. Salvation is free; but 
at the same time we are under duties of the most ex- 
acting kind. Did you ever think, kind reader, of the 
tremendous demands made upon us by God? Salva- 
tion is free; but we are notfree. Wearein debt; in 
debt for our bread, for our raiment, for the atmos- 
phere, for the water we drink, for our amiable friends, 
for our physical powers, for birth itself, for the privi- 
leges of the Gospel. We are in debt so that the obli- 
gation binds us hand and foot like ten thousand cords 
wrapping us all about. Salvation is free wesay. And 
yet, consider some things. You go to the store, and of 
the merchant you buy some sugar, and he charges you 
forit. You pay him a certain price, take the sugar 
home with you, and he has no claim upon you. You 
have paid him and you are free. He does not have any 
right, because you have bought the sugar, to ask you 
what you are going to do with it; toask you how you 
are going to eat it; to ask you why you bought it. It 
is yours. He knows nothing about what you are going 
to do with it, unless accident reveals it to him, and 
probably cares nothing about what you are going to do 
with it. You are free; the sugar is not free; but you 
are free. But when you come to God and get salva- 
tion it is a different thing. You get the salvation 
“without money and without price.” And yet, all the 
time you are under obligation. God asks you what 
you are going to do with your liberty. And he de- 
mands your service. He exacts of you more than pay; 
he exacts of you everything. No merchant claims that 
your days must be given to him; no merchant claims 
that your daily service must be giventohim. But God 
demands the labor of your hands, the love of your 
hearts, your service by day, your thanksgiving in the 
morning, your worship at night. He asks of you your 
special devotion on the Sabbath-day. He demands of 
you to confess him before men. And, in fact, he sur- 
rounds you through the whole of your life with de- 
mands upon your love, upon your property, upon your 
time, and upon all that you are and have. In fact, 
he claims you yourself. The Psalmist truly says, “The 
earth is the Lord’s and the fullness thereof, the world 
and they that dwell therein.” Salvation may be free 
and may be yours; but your money, all the same, be- 
longs to God. You are not free. When God permits 
you to get riches he bas a claim upon those riches. 
The salvation is a free gift; but the wealth is not. 
You are only God’s stewards. You can not walk into 
the pearly gate simply borne forward by a free salva- 
tion. 

The government only demands that you obey the 
material laws, and it pays little regard to your in- 
tention as long as there is no outward violation of the 
statute. God asks all that the government asks, and 
besides that he commands you to love him with all the 
heart, mind, might, soul, and strength. 

Free? 

You will never be free from duty; never free from 
your obligation to God. Salvation is free because God 
desires that the free gift should be unto all men, that 
no one should have any advantage over another; for 
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he willeth all men to be saved and to come to the 
knowledge of the truth. 

The truth is, because of this free gift of God, the 
gift of salvation unto you, you are in no wise relieved 
of those debts which you have incurred to God, by 
using your eyes, which are not yours, but his; God’s 
sunshine; using your hearing, which isnot yours, but 
God’s; and the song of the birds, the music of the 
rustling leaves, the roaring of the ocean-wave, by using 
any of your senses given to you by God, or placed in 
your keeping like talents left in your care. The truth 
is, you are burdened down by debt to the Most High, 
and after you have done all that you can you can only 
say, “We are unprofitable servants; we have done 
that which was our duty to do.” 

And we have lost very much in our religion by over- 
looking the fact that in one version of the Lord’s 
Prayer the translation is not simply, “forgive us our 
trespasses,” but “forgive us our debts.”’ We are in 
debt to God, oh, how deeply in debt! We need the 
forgiveness of the debt; but how can we expect that 
God will forgive our debts unless we try to pay them? 
We can not pay them simply by the gratitude of our 
hearts, for the expression of the lips and the gratitude 
of the heart must be accompanied by the service of the 
life. God will not forgive us our debts unless we try 
to pay them. Let us try to pay them, and then God 
will forgive. The balance against us will be so great 
that when he sees our earnestness he will kindly for- 


give us all.

If there are any 
such among the readers of the HERALD I will try and 
explain to them something of the process of conver- 
sion, in the hope that it may make the way plainer for 
some one who is willing to obey but who does not un- 
derstand what is required of him. 

The power to exist forever in the presence of God 
in holiness and happiness—the condition or place we 
call heaven—is spoken of one hundred times in the 
New Testament as life. According to the words of 
Jesus and his apostles the difference between the saved 
and the unsaved lies in this one fact: the former have 
in them a power to live forever in joy in the presence 
of God; the latter have not. Moreover, it is a power 
that no one possosses by nature; it must be received 
by each one from above. (John 3: 7.) It is nota 
vague, indefinite thing, the existence of which can be 
questioned, but the most real fact of our lives about 
which the possessor can not be ignorant. Again, this 
is not a boon conferred after death as a reward fora 
life of obedience; it is a gift conferred here in this 
life, not as a reward, but as a gift, and if not conferred 
here then it is never conferred. It is the possession of 
this life that makes us heira of God. “He that be 
lieveth hath everlasting life is pass- 
ed from death to life.” John 5: 24. Salvation is not 
simply an improvement, nor is it a changing of the old 
life so as to please God; it is power to live, a power 
which the old life does not possess. Romans 6, 7, and 
8, make it manifest that the acceptance of Jesus Christ 
involves the passing of the sentence of death on the 
“old man with his deeds,’’ and a orucifying of the old 
man, the natural result of the new life. The identity 
of one’s interest is transferred from the life of the 
flesh to the life of the “spirit of Jesus” now reigning 
within. “I am crucified with Christ, nevertheless I 
live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in me.” Gal. 2: 20. 
Paul here shows that the entrance of the spirit of 
Jesus and its reign in him includes, and is followed by, 
the putting to death by a slow and painful process the 
life of the flesh, and whatsoever is inimical to the new 
spirit life. Conversion, therefore, is the decisive 
change brought about in us by the entrance into our 
life of the spirit of Jesus Christ, the possession by us 
of a part of the spirit of the living God, and the re- 
sulting immortal life and happiness. 

Now, by what process do we enter into possession of 
this life? In the first place we observe that God does 
not bestow, nor can we receive from him anything for 
which we have no faculty. We seem to possess at 
birth threo scts of faculties—pbyaical, intellectual, and 
spiritual. The constant skillful use of any faculty can 
enable us to accomplish apparent wonders, as is mani- 
fest from the lives of athletes; physically, as John L. 
Sullivan; intellectually, as Newton, Franklin, Lincoln, 
Gladstone; spiritually, as Wesley, Spurgeon, Talmage, 
Moody. In every instance the real power came from a 
source other than themselves; physically, from food; 
mentally, from men and from nature; spiritually, from 
the spirit of God. But each of these men had facul- 
ties which were allowed to die for lack ot usage, and 
many men of whom we have never heard, had they but 
had the proper training, could have been leaders in 
science, rulers of empires, princes with God. In the 
case of each of the above-named men the development 
of these faculties was the deliberate choice of each 
one for himself. Sullivan chose to fight, Lincoln chose 
to govern, Spurgeon chose to be an instrument to save 
men. By using the powers they possessed, and work- 
ing under laws physical, mental, spiritual, they achiev- 
ed success. 

Every individual possesses spiritual faculties. It is 
his privilege to open his soul so that God by his Spirit 
can enter in and take possession. It is his right to re- 
fuse to admit the Spirit that alone can waken and use 
his spiritual faculties. Man has the power to become 
willing to obey God. Whenever a soul becomes abso- 
lutely willing to give implicit obedience to God, that 
Willingness opens the door of the heart and allows the 
Spirit to take possession, When that is done, the man 


is converted—is a Christian—has passed from death 
to life. 

No man has the power to save himself; no man can 
create in himself a divine Spirit any more than he can 
create the light of the sun; but every man has the power 
to become willing to obey God. The three important 
steps in conversion are: Hearing the Gospel, becoming 


| willing to obey, the entrance of the Spirit. The third 


is God’s part, a part he is as ready to fulfill as the sun 
is to shine. Every man who hears the Gospel is called 
upon to decide whether he will obey God or not. The 
man who decides to obey receives the power to obey. 
The man who has heard the Gospel, and fails to de- 
cide to obey God, simply decides that he will not obey. 
That man is lost. Friend, have you decided?

QUESTION—HOW IS FEET-WASHING CON- 
NECTED WITH THE COMMUNION? 

The query above occurs in No. 26 of the HeRa.p, 
over the signature of I. Mooney, of Towanda, Kansas. 
Having been mailed to me for an answer, by your per- 
mission, kind editors, I enter the columns of your 
wortby paper with the following answer. 

The querist closes his essay with the query in the 
following form: ‘Will some good brother inform 
where, when, and by whom feet-washing was first in- 
troduced into the church, and connected with the 
communion or Lord’s Supper?” We therefore have 
for our consideration feet-washing, the Lord’s Supper, 
and the communion. 

1, Feet-washing. In Rx. 30: 17-21 Moses delivers 
the first law of feet-washing to the Jews, connecting it 
with religious tabernacle service. The penalty of this 
law here given ia death. In St. John thirteenth chap- 
ter, we have Christ delivering the law of feet-washing 
under the Gospel. We call the reader’s attention to 
the marked distinctness with which every particular is 
related. 1. As to time: “Before the feast of the 
passover, when Jesus knew that his hour had come.” 
2. “He ariseth from supper and laid aside his gar- 
ments.” 3. “After that he poureth water into a 
basin,” etc. I know of no institution in Holy Writ so 
minutely related as is feet-washing in the chapter 
above. That it was a new institution and not an old 
custom is evident. 1. Because of Peter’s inquiry: 
“Dost thou wash my feet?” Had it been a common 
custom Peter would have understood it. 2. It is 
farther evident from Christ’s reply: “‘What I do thou 
knowest not now.” The law of the ordinance is in the 
following strong language: “If I, then, your Lord and 
Master, have washed your feet, ye also ought to wash 
one another’s feet; for I have given you an example 
that ye should do as I have done to you.” The pen- 
alty of this law Christ clearly defines to Peter: “Jf J 
wash thee not, thou hast no part with me.” Further: 
“Tt ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do them.” 

It is true that feet-washing, with a number of other 
duties, is commanded but once. For obedient children 
to be teld once is sufficient. In the Scriptures we 
have “line upon line, precept upon precept, here a lit- 
tle and there a little.” By taking the Scriptures 
jointly we get a beautiful chain of testimony. The 
apostles made allusion to ordinances in their epistles, 
when there was need of doing so, for correction or in- 
struction. Feet-washing seemed to have needed none; 
hence no allusion to feet-washing in the epistolary 
writings, save in I. Tim. 5:10. To say “Christ’s apos- 
tles never taught nor practiced feet-washing” would 
be charging his apostles with disobedience to their di- 
vine Master. Reader, let us not do that, please. 

2. Wenextnotice the Lord's Supper. In Luke 12:37, 
Christ affirms that his faithful shall eat with him 
when ke comes again. In Luke 22: 15, 16, Christ, 
while eating with his disciples on the night of his be- 
trayal, says: ‘With desire have I desired to eat this 
passover with you before I suffer; for I say unto you 
I will not any more eat thereof until it be fulfilled in 
the kingdom of God.” From this language we learn: 
1. That this meal is to “be fulfilled; . hence an in- 
stitution to be perpetuated. 2. This meal that 
Christ eats with his disciples he is going to eat again 
when “‘it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God.” Fur- 
ther, this meal could not have been the legal passover, 
for all agree that the legal passover had its fulfillment 
in the death of Christ, which occurred the next day; 
hence Paul was enabled to say, “Christ our passover is 
slain for us.” I. Cor.5: 7. The fulfillment of this 


meal the Revelator sets forth in glowing terms as fol- 
lows: “Let us rejoice and be glad for the marriage of 
the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself 
ready. Write, Blessed are they which are called to 
the marriage supper of the Lamb.” Rey. 19: 7-9. 
To get into God’s upper sanctuary, we must first get 
into his lower sanctuary down here. To sing the song 
of the redeemed, we must first sing the songs of Zion. 
Hence, to eat the marriage supper of the Lord, we 
must first eat the Lord’s Supper down here. We 
must keep the type to enjoy the antitype. 

The meal to which we have referred in Luke 22, is 
the same meal recorded in Matt. 26, Mark 14, and John 
13. This is apparent because of the following points 
of analogy: 1. Hach evangelist relates the meal as 
having been eaten in the city—Jerusalem. (See Matt. 
26: 18, Mark 14: 16, Luke 22: 10, John 12: 12.) 
2. Christ points out the betrayer in each. (See Matt. 
26: 23, Mark 14: 20, Luke 22: 22, St. John 13: 26.) 
3. In each Peter was told that he would deny his 
Lord. ; 

That the above meal was not the feast of the pass- 
over the querist admits. (See also St. John 18: 28 and 
19: 42.) Besides, in that year instead of the lamb, 
the type, Christ the antitype was slain. As to terms, 
the meal is known in the Scriptures by passover, sup- 
per, Lord’s Supper, feast, feast of charity, and the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. They all mean an 
evening meal. The meal instituted above was to be 
fulfilled, hence had to be perpetuated. This the apos- 
tolic churches were faithful in doing. (See Acts 18: 
21, also I. Cor. 10: 21.) In this text, associated with 
the idea of a table, is a full meal. Christ had a table 
because he had a full meal; so had the Corinthians. 
In I. Cor. 11: 20, Paul tells the Corinthians that they 
do not eat the Lord’s Supper. In the next verse he 
tells them why. ‘That every one eats before other 
his own supper.” In the 22d he gives them a sharp 
reproof: “Have ye not houses to eat in?” He re- 
proves them for coming to the church to eat their own 
suppers. Paul does not condemn the meal, but simply 
their manner of eating that meal. In the 33d verse 
he tells them how to eat: “When they come together 
to eat, tarry one for another.” II. Peter 2: 13 and 
Jude 12 also allude to the observance of this meal. 
The term supper unmistakably signifies the time to 
eat this meal. (See I. Cor. 11: 23.) 

3. The communion. As seen, the supper being a 
full meal, hence it is not the bread and wine. Christ 
clearly defines in Luke 22: 20; likewise, also, the cup . 
after supper—that is, the bread was taken after sup- 
per and likewise the cup. The bread and wine are no- 
where called the Lord’s Supper, but in I. Corinthians 
10: 16 are termed the communion. They are memen- 
toes left us by which we show the Lord’s death till he 
comes again. 

Our humble prayer is that the above condensed re- 
marks may, at least, serve as a finger-board to point 
the anxious pilgrim to light and truth.

Some time since a writer presented a very readable 
article on the subject of “The Unused Forces of Na- 
ture,” in which he argued very plausibly that nature's 
forces, when properly harnessed to the work, would be 
found to be more than necessary to drive the machin- 
ery of the world. Just at this time leading citizens of 
the city of Buffalo are organizing and offering an im- 
mense sum of money to the man or men who will in- 
vent or perfect a system by which the water power of 
Niagara Falls may be utilized in the city of Buffalo. 
Who that has stood upon the trembling shores of 
Niagara and watched the swirling, foaming mass of 
waters, as they plunge into the seething abyss far be- 
neath, has not trembled himself in the presence of 
such vast, immeasurable power? And yet these won- 
drous agencies of nature are comparatively doing 
nothing to help in the great struggle of muscle and 


mind. They are as yet untamed and unused giants, 
stalking idly by, laughing to scorn the dull-witted sons 
of men, who have not yet discovered the hidings of 
their power or the means of utilizing these monster 
agencies in the activities of the busy world. 

There is a question of great interest to us as Chris- 
tians suggested by these reflections. How vast are the 
undeveloped and unused spiritual energies of the 
church! Take any given church as an example, and 
after contrasting the actual with the possible, try to 
estimate and in adequate terms describe the vastness of 
the undeveloped and unused spiritual power of the or- 
ganization. Multiply this by the sum of all the Chris- 
tian organizations in the world, and how could you ex- 
press or excuse the mighty waste? There are spiritual 
Niagaras rolling by in every church and within reach 
of every community, which, if harnessed to the great 
reforms and Christian efforta of the day, would quickly 
solve every difficult social problem, and reconstruct 
society upon the principles of the everlasting Gospel. 
Alas! what a tearful waste of opportunity and energy, 
while the world is suffering and dying for the lack ot 
that which God has so abundantly provided but which 
the church refuses to develop and utiliza. How many 
faithful followers of the great Christ in every church 
will organize into a band of Christian endeavor for the 
especial purpose of developing the latent energies of 
the church to which they belong, and under the lead- 
ership of faithful pastors bring this augmented, resist- 
less spiritual force to béar upon every form of evil and 
as auxiliary to every good work? With this mighty 
divine power in hand, and well-directed, professed 
Christians would not feel it necessary to spend sc much 
time in talking party politics 8r courting carnal agen- 
cies, but with the apostolic boast upon their lips, ‘For 
the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of strongholds,” 
would go forth one “to chase a thousand and two to 
put ten thousand to flight.” 

If rich men in the city of Buffalo can afford to give 
$500,000 for the development and transfer of Niagara’s 
unused forces, how-much should we be willing to give 
—how diligently and continuously ought we to be will- 
ing to work and pray that the latent energies of the 
church may be evolved and utilized for the salvation 
of men and the glory of God?

THE COURAGE OF CONVICTION. 

To know the right, and then do it, is the royal path of 
life. The Master said, “If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if yedo them.” Unforiunately. the majority of 
people seem to be more anxious to kaow what is easy, 
or fashionable, or popular, than to know what is right; 
and with this kind of knowledge there is nearly always 
present the spirit and purpose to conform to these stand- 
ards of worldliness. Professfng Christians are some- 
times weak enough to be influenced by these considera- 
tions, and with little care for the great moral principles 
infringed or wholly betrayed by such a course, enter 
into fellowship with that spirit which is in antagonism 
with the principles of righteousness and truth. When- 
ever and to whatever extent this occurs Christianity 
suffers and our divine Christ is crucified in the house 
of his professed friends. 

To know the right, or the God-side of every question, 
is very difficult, With reference to some things, to 
discern the right is but the work of a moment, while 
on other questions the best of men differ. But 
when every effort has been made to secure light and 
weigh the evidence, when the “wisdom that is from 
above” has been sought, and the still, small voice of 
the Holy Spirit has spoken, then with the true-hearted 
there is no alternate, but in the courage of highest con- 
victions the right and the true must be followed at what- 
ever cost. The greatest failure of the present age is a 
failure to carry out in life the truth of possessed con- 
victions. 

Men do not do as well as they know; if they did the 
would not only escape the snares, sorrows, and desola- 
tions of sin, but it is an invariable law in spiritual 
science that in living out the truth we do know we shall 
come to know more and more. “If any man will do 
his will, he shall know of the doctrine,” said Jesus. 
But here is the difficulty; to do the right we know in- 
yolves sacrifice and sometimes suffering; selfishness 
protests, courage fails, and the cowardly drift with the 
multitude to do evil. 

There are some mistakes into which a man who has 


the courage of his convictions will seldom if ever fall. 
He will never remain silent and apparently indifferent 
when the interests of truth are jeopardized for fear of 
losing friends who differ from him in judgment. It is 
not necessary nor desirable that truth-lovers should 
become bitter or intolerant in spirit. But in love, the 
truth should be spoken modestly and firmly, and every 
necessary sacrifice cheerfully accepted for the sake of 
truth and its divine Author. The trimmer is unpro- 
vided for in the gracious promises God has given to 
man. The man who, knowing his Master’s will, hesi- 
tates or refuses to announce himself until others have 
spoken so that he may determine which is to be the 
popular side, is unfit for the society of manly men, and 
in one respect he is like Ephraim, ‘He is a cake not 
turned.” 

The man who possesses the courage of his convictions 
will, in maintaining them, avoid a parade of self and all 
extravagant declamation. Thetruth needs not these hu- 
man scaffoldings, and by so much as these are used and 
trusted, truth is handicapped and worsted in the strug- 
gle. The truth-lover of all men can afford to be deliber- 
ate in thought and calm inaction. He knows that ulti- 
mately the right will triumph over all mere shams and 
opposition, and can be patient even when, for the time 
being, the cause of righteousness goes into bondage un- 
der the despotism of wrong, bearing in mind that— 

“Truth crushed to earth shall rise again; 
The eternal years of God are hers; 

But error wounded, writhes in pain, 
And dies among his worshipers.” 


Let all the lovers of truth and God, and those other 
noble spirits who desire to be of this number, unite in 
precept and example to extend their influence so that 
men everywhere may consider the importance of an im- 
mediate and unconditional surrender totruth. Make it 
a principle of daily life to carry out into practice the 
convictions of truth and duty you possess in the pres- 
ent moment, and with the coming morrow there shall 
come increasing light with new and nobler conceptions 
of truth. So shall you contribute something to the 
cumulative forces of goodness and righteousness in the 
world, even though it be at the expense of personal 
sacrifice, persecution, and suffering, and at the last 
when truth is a universal conqueror thou shalt be 
sceptered ag a victor by the King lKternal, and ever 
more the treasures of truth shall fill with exquisite 
bliss every avenue and expression of thy spiritual ex- 


perience.

A WORD TO “REPORTER.” 

“Reporter,” in the last Christian Sun, says that “it 
was learned a few months ago that there were organi- 
zations known as Christian churches (it is to be hoped 
there are very few such) that habitually received the 
unbaptized to full fellowship. The pastor of one of 
our largest city churches said that he should send no 
more money to the Children’s Mission fund if any such 
practice should be permitted by the Mission Board.” 
We would not be responsible for withholding the truth 
from “Reporter,” the city pastor named, nor our New 
England Convention, but in the interest of the truth 
would say that we know of no Christian Church (and 
there are very many such, whether the fact is to be re- 
gretted or not) west of the Alleghenies that does not 
“habitually receive the unbaptized to full fellowship.” 
It is thirty years since we entered the Western minis- 
try, and we have never known membership in a Chris- 
tian Church to depend on baptism. We have never 
known a Christian minister in the West to make bap- 
tism a condition of membership, yet our ministry has 
extended through Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa. 
The strange thing about it is, that this thing was 
known to our New England brethren only “a few 
months ago.” Weare not here arguing the rightful- 
ness or the wrongfulness of this custom—we are simply 
stating the case as it is. 

As to “the city pastor” withholding his offerings to 
the Children’s Mission fund, we have only this to say: 
Last fiscal year New England, for all purposes outside 
of Foreign Missions, sent our treasury $39300 and 
received from our treasury to her churches $375.00. 
As about $100.00 of this $393.00 contributed by them 
was for the Mission School, there is no cause for fear 
that any of their money went to churches baptismally 
unsound in their judgment. This year, if the voice of 
“the city pastor” can be heard afar, their offerings to 
our treasury will be less, and yet we have appropriated 
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to their churches of New England, and mostly on the 


request of the New England Missionary Society and 
its officers, for the coming year, $540.00. 

We must express surprise at one thing and that is 
if the New England Missionary Society unanimously 
adopted a resolution requesting the Board of Missions 
to withhold appropriations from any missionary that 
ignores baptism, that they withheld from the Mission 
Board and the HERALD or GosPEL LIBERTY the fact 
of this resolution. 
our missionaries ignore baptism, nor are we aware that 
any Christian Church does. We are glad in this 
roundabout way, as secretary of the Mission Board, to 
learn of the action of the New England Missionary 
Society and of their unanimous request of the Mission 


Board. We thank “Reporter” especially.

THE REAL QUESTION. 





There are some 50,000 Protestant ministers in the 
Northern United States, and it is fair to presume that 
40,000 of these men have heretofore, or do now, affiliate 
with the Republican party. It is alsoan unquestioned 
fact that of these 40,000 Republican ministers nearly 
39,000 are Prohibitionists in sentiment, and their unit- 
ed appeal to the Republican party is, “Incorporate ab- 
solute prohibition as a plank of your party platform.” 
There are 100,000 saloonkeepers in America and 
possibly 40,000 of them belong to the same Republican 
party. Their unanimous voice is, “Do not prohibit 
liquors as a beverage by your platform.” The one plea 
is morally right; the other plea is morally and dis- 
astrously wrong. Heretofore the Republican party has 
listened to the saloonkeepers’ voice, hoping thereby to 
hold its vote. Let the past suffice in this respect, and 
let the party henceforth, or at least for once, listen to 
the appeal of the clergymen of its ranks. If it is the 
party of reform, let it be proved on this issue. We 
have never voted any other ticket, but if the Repub- 
lican party in its next convention repudiates the 
reasonable demand of its clergy, they can not hope to 
hold the votes of one-half of these 40.000 men. And 
the votes lost, the influence of 20,000 ministers will be 
given against their candidate. The time has come 
when “Down with the Saloon” must be the cry of all 
reasonable Christian men. If either of the old parties 
dares to adopt this cry, they will overwhelmingly elect 
their candidate to the presidency in 1888. The first 
great want of this Nation isa President and a Congress 
that believe in prohibiting the liquor traffic.

All 
denominations are represented in this work and the 
growth of the institution has been phenomenal, the 
first organization having been made in Portland, 
Maine, in 1880. During the past year 14,000 persons 
united with different churches from these societies on 
profession of faith.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
Wasuinearon, D. C., July 18, 1887. 

The record of 100° in the shade on Saturday at the 
United States Signal Office is the highest ever recorded 
there. “In the shade” at the Signal Office means that 
the thermometer is hung in a sort of box on the out- 
side of the building, closed in by shutters on all four 
sides. This gives both shade and ventilation, while, on 
the melting asphalt of the pavement below, neither 


shade nor ventilation were to be found, but a tempera- 
ture of 106° and 108° under cover. All work contin- 
ued, however, both among the inside and outside forces 
of the Government in spite of the heat of the torrid 
zone, without its merciful breezes. 

The immense new vault for silver, at the Treasury, is 
being rapidly pushed forward, and the western front of 
the State, War, and Navy Department approaches com- 
pletion. Work on the portico and entrance, and the 
grading of the sidewalk is daily progressing. Soon the 
western wing of this handsome building, which is an 
enormous parallelogram of grey granite, will present 
the same appearance as the eastern wing. The latter 
looks out upon the President’s house and gardens, and 
is occupied by the Navy Department. The south wing 
is the State Department, while the north and west 
wings belong to the War Department. It is expected 
that eventually the whole building will be given over 
to the business of the War_ Department, and others 
erected for the Navy and State. When the inside work 
on the western wing is finished, one of the handsomest 
structures in the world will be completed—a structure 
presenting but one defect to the observer: It has too 
many windows. They are not far enough apart, and 
give to the building the appearance of a huge conserva- 
tory. This defect is not noticeable, however, from a 
distance. 

A complaint comes from the Medical Corps of 
the Navy through Surgeon-Genera!l Gunnell, of the 
difficulty in filling the continually increasing vacancies, 
caused by death, resignations, and retirements, in the 
list of surgeons in our navy. At present there are 
fourteen vacancies in the Medical Corps, and Dr. Gun- 
nell fears there will be many more if the actual hard- 
ships imposed upon young surgeons, who enter the 
navy, are not removed. Eligible young physicians will 
not enter the navy on hearing of the difficulties and 
disadvantages, and of the unfairness on board ship, and 
in reference to the promotions, that junior surgeons 
have to contend with. The examinations are as severe 
and the requirements as great as those for the Medical 
Corps of the Army, while the advantsges of the army 
are so much greater that lasi year four young surgeons 
of the navy resigned to take positions in the army. 
Surgeon-General Gunnell hopes, through the statement 
of these facts and his recommendations in his annual 
report, to remedy these evils and to bring the Naval 
Medical Corps up to the same standing as that of the 
army. If he can do this, the vacancies in his corps 
will not long go begging as they now do. 

The President and Mrs. Cleveland are expected here 
on Wednesday morning. If the heat has been as in- 
tense in central New York as it is in Washington, the 
President and his wife will be more comfortable at 
home, taking it easy, than junketing around in hot, red 
velvet-lined sweat- boxes, otherwise termed special cars. 

The recent forgeries of Harvey, late of the Treasury 
Department, and the defalcation of Mr. Bacon, dis- 
bursing clerk of the Patent Office, lately deceased, 
with the mamory of other irregularities committed by 
financial agents of the Government have caused the 
Secretary of the Treasury to order an investigation of 
the difforent disbursing cfiices of the several depart- 
ments. On Saturday, the investigators, with a score of 
expert accountants, began their examination with the 
Interior Department. The largest sum paid out by 
the Government is paid through this office. Cash pay- 
ments amounting to nearly $6,000,000 annually pass 
through the hands of Mr. Ewars, the disbursing clerk. 
The examining committee arrived at the Interior De- 
partment early on Saturday morning, and though unex- 
pected, were heartily welcomed by the disbursing 
officer and his assistants. The books of the office were 
turned over to the examiners, and they had so easy a 
task that by three o’clock they had examined all the © 
books, counted all the cash, and had satisfied them- 
selves that everything was straight in that branch of 
the Government. 

That concluded the investigating work for the day. 
The other offices will be duly examined in turn. So 
much stress is laid upon every dishonest act, and ras- 
cals are given so much prominence through their mis- 
deeds, that we are apt to think that only scamps suc- 
ceed, and to forget that honesty not only succeeds 
oftenest, but it is oftenest to be met with. The exam- 
ination of the Treasury officials will prove that the 
rogues are thé exception and honest men the rule, 
among Government employes, ag it is the rule every- 
where,

A SKETCH. 


[A synopsis of Elder George Abbott’s address on the 
“Kingdom of Heaven” delivered in the Union Church, 
near Nappanee, May 29, 1887.] 


Bro. Abbott spoke of four things to constitute king- 
doms. 1. Kings; 2. Subjects; 3. Laws; 4. Territory. 
He took the position and showed that all are sub- 
jects of the kingdom, either loyal or disloyal. The 
church is not the kingdom; Christ is the head of the 


church, but king of his dominion, which is composed 
of the world. David says (Psalm 2: 7, 8), “The Lord 
hath said unto me, Thou art my Son; this day have I 
begotten thee. Ask of me, and I will give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the uttermost parts 
of the earth for-thy possession.” 

' Seventh-Day Adventists, instead of giving them to 
Christ, burn them up literally, root and branch, and 
class Catholics and Protestants with them. Angels 
arealso his subjects; he reigns in heaven and earth. 
Jesus says (Matt. 28: 18), “All power is given unto 
me in heaven and earth.”’ This he has received of his 
Father—God—which gives him full authority. And 
Paul gives him a throne (Heb. 1: 8 and 2: 9), and 
crowns him with glory and honor. And his Father said, 
“T have glorified thee.” Kingdom means power and 
glory. Christ was crowned with glory and honor at 
God’s right hand. If the church is the kingdom, 
then Christ has no right to go outside of it after sin- 
ners. 

Seventh-Day Adventists tell us that the devil rules, 
has the kingdom, etc. Then Christ has no right to in- 
terfere or judge outside of the church. But I think 
many will learn that Christ’s authority extends to 
earth’s remotest bounds, and that no one can get be- 
yond his authority. The old law is not now in force; 
death by stoning was its penalty, but can not be en- 
forced—the law is dead. Jesus is king, priest, and 
captain—the three offices in one person. By the au- 
thority of Jesus the apostles sat in judgment, as re- 
corded in Acts 15. The Elder dwelt at length on the 
trial and decision rendered. 

He brought forward a large number of texts proving 
that Christ was king. Matt. 27: 37, “Thisis Jesus the 
king of the Jews;” Luke 23: 3, “Art thou the king of 
the Jews? and he answered him and said, Thou sayest 
it” (as much as to say, Yes, 1 am king—the Jews ro- 
jected him); Mark 15: 12-14,“And they oried out again, 
Crucify him.” 

Adventists also deny him as a king, and probably, 
should he come differently from their expectations, as 
he did to the Jews, they would say, Away with him, etc. 
The Jews supposed he would set up a literal kingdom; 
the Seventh-Day Adventists expect as much. The 
Jews were disappointed in the nature of the kingdom; 
thus far the Seventh-Day Adventists’ disappointment 
has been as great as was the Jews’, and no doubt will 
so continue. For the kingdom is like leaven, is within 
you, or among you, now is, etc. 

Luke 16: 16, “Law and prophets were until John: 
since that time the kingdom of God is preached, and 
every man presseth into it.” Why don’t yougo and do 
likewise? It is constantly affirmed in the Scriptures; the 
kingdom is, etc.; born into the kingdom (John 3: 3); 
the Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom. 
Kingdom is righteousness, peace, etc. Christ's law: 
Bear ye one another’s burdens; so fulfill the law of 
Christ; the words I have spoken will judge you. 

He also spoke at some length of the metallic man of 
Daniel, tracing it down to the United States of Amer- 
ica, referring to the times and different nations em- 
braced in the image. 

It was one of his masterly efforts, and we believe that 
the people in general were well satisfied with the meet- 
ings throughout. The audiences were large and at- 
tentive. We hope that much good has been done, and 
the bitter enemy of the Christians—Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventism—rooted out.

DIARY OF D. F. JONES FROM LONDON TO 
YOKOHAMA, JAPAN. 

Near Hong Kong, China, Sunday, May lst.—Rough 
weather during the night; continue rough seas all day, 
enough to cause us to ship many seas though fine over- 
head; had a pleasant service in the morning and at 7 
Pp. M. (text from Daniel 5: 25). As usual our numbers 
were very small, impressing one again witb the sad fact 
how little our seafaring men love God or their own 
souls. How awful in the judgment for such to have 
to face all these neglected opportunities of blessing! 
How gladly would the people of Siam and Annam, 
whose shores we have just been skirting, receive the 
truth did they but have it as our people doin and trom 
the professing Christian countries! 

Hong Kong, Monday, May 2d.—From 2 to5 A. m. 
traveling very slow, owing to a fog and not being able 
to enter the harbor until daybreak, also waiting for a 
pilot; 5:30 passed some fishing boats; the first land 
seen is on the right which commences at what appears 
a small rock, then a ridge of hilly land; on the lett we 
see another ridge running parallel with the coast, then 
an opening, then a small island like a hill rising from 
the water, soon another hilly island, another opening, 
more land, small opening, more hilly country, another 
small opening, very small island, still another opening, 
then a larger ono; still further isa high, knobby hill on 
the next island on which is a light-house part way up 
the hill; this hill and island form the left side of the 
main entrance from the south to the harbor at Hong 
Kong. We sail near the coast on the right where the 
land projects outa little forming a small bay, then re- 
cedes forming another bay, then a small opening in 
which are quite a number of small boats, then some 
more hilly land with houses upon them and high hills 
in the rear, then projects a very high hill, which is al- 
most perpendicular, and forms the right side of the har- 
bor’s entrance. After entering the harbor on the right 
is the commencement of the town of Hong Kong, and 
continuing until it seems to take all the right side and 
south of the harbor and is built on the lower part of ahigh 
hill, having very little level ground and looks magnifi- 
cent at night when lighted. On the left, after entering 
the harbor, is a small island or so, and to the left is 
the way to Canton; past this large opening is the main 
land of China, going round until it leaves ‘only a good 
outlet for vessels between itself and the further edge 
of Hong Kong. The harbor is very fine, the high hills 
shelter it very well, and it is generally deep as well as 
very large. We put in alongside of a new landing in 
front of some new wharves opposite the town. I learned 
that now there are between thirty aud forty vessels load- 
ing or unloading in the harbor; there are also some 
men-of-war, two torpedo boats, several Chinese junks, 
and many smal] boats—=still there is plenty of room, 
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TALKS ON JAPAN. 


A traveler in Japan writes to a Boston newspaper as 
follows respecting Japanese hotels: 

The front of the house is entirely open to the street in 
the daytime. What serves for the office is in the front 
room. The kitchen is also in front. Oae will nearly 
always see a list of prices for lodging hung in the neigh- 
borhood of the kitchen. 

As you ride by a hotel on a hot day it looks very in- 
viting. If the house be a large one, you will see room 
after room stretching backward. In the center of the 
house is an open court, in which is a Japanese garden, 
such as no one else can make. Rockeries of old and 
ouriously-shaped rocks, plants, and flowers, artistically 
arranged, and sometimesa little pond with gold-fish. The 
parlor is the back room of the house. There is really 


very little difference in rooms, as none of them have one | P' 


solitary piece of furniture. The wood-work of a parlor 
is sometimes very pretty, and there are pictures, with 
sometimes a poem written on silk, hanging on the walls. 
These roomsare generallyscrupulously clean. The floors 
of all Japanese houses are covered with thick straw 
mats. On entering a hotel (or any house), your shoes 
must come off. A Japanese never wears anything 
heavier than astocking while in the house. Wherever 
there is any wood-work in the floor, it is kept highly 
polished, as are alao the verandas, which are an indis- 
pensable accompaniment to a hotel, as it is by them 
that the various rooms are reached. The wood is so 
smooth that it will show a scratch, or the mark made by 
a nail in the shoe, as easily as a polished table would 
do so. ° 

The prices of lodging are generally fixed at stated 
sums for first, second, and third-class lodgers. This 
price includes supper, breakfast, and lodging. Guests 
do not remain in a hotel during the day, excepting at 
the summer or health resorts. By 8 o’clock in the 
morning the hotel is empty. Meals are invariably served 
in the different rooms. Thisrequires a large number of 
waiting girls. ° 

There is no possible way to fasten the room at night. 
There are no doors like our doors. The division be- 
tween rooms, as well as between the room and the outer 
veranda, is nothing but paper; paper-sliding doors, 
which can be lifted out of their grooves with the 
greatest of ease, converting the house into one large 
room. I have slept (?) for a number of nights in « 
room all four sides of which could be taken away in 
five minutes’ time, and which, of course, could be open- 
ed by anyone. Strange as it may seem, there is very 
seldom anything like robbery. Things must be left 
about the room, as one can not put all his possessions 
under the pillow.

A profusion of engravings illustrates the 
article. The Irish Party in Parliament is entertainingly 
sketched by Edward Brown, with a short outline of the career 
of all the leading Irish representatives, and fourteen portraits 
of the most conspicuous. A thrilling narrative of the “Buc- 
caneers and Marooners of the Spanish Main” is begun by 
Howard Pyle, tllustrated by his own paintings, one of which, 
“On the Tortugas,” is the frontispiece. The second part of the 
series of Southern papers by Rebecca Harding Davis, entitled 
“Here and There in the South,” centers in Mobile, and is hand- 
somely illustrated by W. H. Gibson and W. H. Drake. Charles 
Dadley Warner’s “Mexican Notes” are concluded with a paper 
on Tezintczuntezan, where his party discovers an unknown 
painting by Titian. “Ravenna and its Mosaics” is the title of 
an attractive paper by Sidney Lawrence upon the Mosaic 
treasures still remaining in the old capital of the Western 
Fmpire, as magnificent relics of Theodoric and Justinian.
